Is accordance avitli our proniisa liitcly, 
iind with it view to pursuing the subject 
to a more satisfactory issde, so far as tho 
jicople are concerned; ave shall now endea- 
vour to act forth nn analysis of tiie linv by 
which the ruiihoidef exercises his rights 
Dver the country in his possession. We 
liave mideavourRd to do so without preju- 
dice on the 6nc side or the other, and wntli- 
out, at this time, any cqinraent of our own. 

By the Otago Waste Lands Act 18GG, 
a radical change was effected in the nin- 
liolders’ rights in this Piovinte. Under 
this Act leases (long coveted) were issued 
to the former licensees on apfilication in 
nearly every case, — tlie result being, that 
the runholders obtained a comparative cer- 
tainty of tenure for terms varying from- 
ten to sixteen years. The foira of lease is 
very simple, and the requirements of the 
lease are only to be found in the Act itself. 
These requirements are re-enacted by the 
Otago Waste Lands Act 1872, which now 
contains haw upon this subject. These 
are i That the lessee, for the purpose of 
the ascertainment jf rent, and also in- 
directly for statistical purposes, shall fur- 
nish annually in September a return of all 
great and small cattle under liis charge, 
verified hy declaration, with penalties pro- 
viding against fraud by misstatement or 
removal ; that the rent of seven ponce per 
head for sheep, and three shillings and 
si.xpenco per head for cattle, shall he paid 
in advance, the flr.st fortnight of each Oc- 
tober, with power of distress, so that in 
the event of tho run being understocked, 
the Board may direct that tho carrying 
ca])acity shall be ascertaineil by assessors, 
whose finding shall he binding on lessee ; 
that in case tlie lessco objects to continue 
to occupy iimlor such finding, he shall give 
notice thereof to tho Waste Lands Board, 
and at the expiration of twelve- months 
the lease shall be deemed to be forfeited, 
and in the event of a notice of such for- 
feiture, any time after the twelve montlis 
ha.s c.vpired, being published in the Otago 
Gazette, if the lessee continue in posse-s- 
siou he shall be liable to be jirocceded 
against as nn unlicensed occupier of Crown 
land.s ; that in case of forfeiture the les.see 
shall be entitled to compensation for im- 
provements, to be paid by the succeeding 
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tenant, bnt that there shall not exist any 
Cl iim against the Government or the Board. 
WliRn the term expires, fresh leases may 
be ortered for sale hy anetion, if the Bnper- 
intendent approves; but it ninst first be 
deterralneLl, whether it is expedient to lease 
for the same purpose all or any part of tho 
lands, and- this determination inu.st he ar- 
rived at more than twelve months baforn 
the expiring of tho tlieii existing lo.ase. Tt 
is provided that leases may he. transferred 
wit1i the .sanction of the Board, and they are 
liable to foi'feitnre for nonpayment of rent. 
The Governor, upon tho recommendation 
of the Sapcrintendent and the Provincial 
Coimcil, may, upon petition stating that 
avichin a circle of five miles in diameter 
not fewer than fifty adults have settled, 
who are occupying not less than 5000 
acres and have made improvements not 
less than £1.000 in value, proclaim .a hun- 
dred not exceeding six tiroes the area of 
tlie settled block ; but one-third at least 
of this must be available for agriculture. 
In such event, the lease determines that 
tlie lessee js entitled to cbmpensatiori for 
improvements, and the first offer *to pur- 
cha,sa a.lot not exceeding eighty acres on 
svliich his homestead is erected. . Subject 
to what we have already stated, no lands 
can be taken from the . lessee without his 
consent. The rights and privileges con- 
ferred nn the miner, by the Gold-fields 
Act 1866, do not appear to he impaired in 
any way, (although it is doubtful if he 
ever really had any,) as the Impounding 
Ordinance of 1872 does not provide any 
sc.ile of charges for impounding off lands 
other than lands fenced in accordance with 
the proyisions’ of the ‘Fencing Ordinance 
1872. The runholder is precluded from 
charging d.amagea for trespass, and has no 
remedy therefor save that provided by the

FATAL MltCNQ ACCIPENT, 

It is my painful duty this week to record 
nil .accident which took place at the Kaavarau 
Gorge on Friday morning last, by which Mr 
.loci Chapman, a miner well kmnvn and re- 
spected in this neighbourhood, lost his life. 
From the evidence avhioli was given before 
Dr James Corse, Coroner for the District, at 
the inquest held on Saturday, it appears that 
the deceased, with Iris ninrAis, rhoiuas Trova- 
tlian and IVilliam Tnidgeon, had only been 
at work for a few minutes when the accident 
occurred. They avere working with three 
hoses, Trevatlmn directing one and deceased 
another, while Trudgeon was engaged about 
ten feet beneath hoili of them in the tail- 
race. The top ground, where Trevatliaii and 
deceased were standing, had been strij'ped 
back a good way, so tliat apparently they 
were in the utmost safety. Deceased w.as 
directing his stream of water upon the ground 
in the middle of tho paddock, and conse- 
quently his back was turned to the face, 
where the boulder wliioh caused the unfortu- 
nate aoeideiit was seemingly securely bedded. 
They had scarcely been more than five mi- 
nutes at work, when Trevathan saw the stone 
rolling towards the dcocHaed, and he at once 
called out to him to look out. Deceased 
dropped bis hose, and made a jump to one 
side to get clear of the stone. He would in 
all probability have succeeded ia so doing 
had the shingly bauk'upon which he was then 
standing not given w.ay, and carried him into 
the bottom of the paddock, about ten feet 
below, and probablv right in the track of 
the rolling'stoiie. TrevatliaiT at once ran to 
his assistance, but before he could reach him 
Trudgeon (who up tn this time had noticed 
nothing of the accident, a thing easily under- 
stood by those accustomed to sluicing opera- 
tions,) had pulled deceased out from the rush 
of water. Trevathau then supported the de- 
ceased, while Trudgeon turned off the water 
and gave the. :llarm to some of the neighbour- 
ing miners. , One of them, Mr Tait, iniine- 
diatelj’' rode into Cromwell for Dr Corse's 
assistaucc. The Doctor ivas in attcndanco 
within an hour of the accident taking place,, 
but deccicsed was Imig before beyond all 
earthly assistance. Trevathau, indeed, says 
that Chapman only gave one slight shiver 
whilst he was holding him (probably the last 
cfl'ort of exiiiriiig nature), and that he never 
otherwise elioived the slightest symptom of 
comscioiisiiess. 

No blame can be attached to any person. 
Tho ground is worked in the safest maiinor, 
the surface 'being kqifc well b.ack from tho 
working face, and the hose perfectly secure. 
It may also be mentioned, as a fact wliicb 
added not a little to the affecting n.aturo of 
the scene in the claim on Friday morning, 
that Trevatlmn and tho deceased have been 
mate? and companions -for the last eleven 
years. Tlie accident has cast a gloom over 
the district, .as the deceased was well-known 
.and respected, particularly among bis fellow- 
minors. As a mark of respect, no work was 
prosecuted in tbe Gorge during the remainder 
of the week. Mr Oiiapimra arrived in this 
Colony in 18l>9, stud has been a resident at 
the Gorge for the greater part of the time 
sin,ie. He ivas st native of Koch in Corn- 
iv.ali, .and w.as only twenty-si.v years nf age. 

The funeral took )ilace on Sunday, iiud 
was one of the most largely attended that lias 
occurrec! in the di.strict, — as wa,s to bo ex- 
pected from the high character Mr Cliapman 
has borne amongst all classes, and the hearty 
gooil-fecling always exhibited fnr those who 
sufter from mining accidents. About two 
liiiiidred people altogether attended on the 
melancholy occasion. 

The verdict returned by the jury was that 
“ deceiused met his de.ath accidentally wliilu 
cnjiaged in mining in his claim.”

ANNUAL MEETING OF STTBSCRtBEHS. 

On the evening of Tuesday hast the annual 
meeting of subscribers to theAthenieum took 
placeintheTown-hail. Allthemembersof the 
Athenajum Committee for the pfist year and 
a considerable number of subscribers were 
present. Mr J. A. Preshaw, the president 
of the retiring committee, was in the chair. 
The business of the meeting was to receive 
the report and resignation of the retiring 
committee, and to elect a new committee for 
the ensuing year. 

The Secretary, Mr Jolly, read the annual 
report, from which we extract the leading 
portions : — 

“(rentlemen,— Tlie duty devolves upon youn 
committee to lay before you the fifth annual re- ' 
port of the Cromwell Public l.ibrary. Before 
resigning the trust they have held for the past 
year, your committee would biiefly review the 
past, present, and future of the institution. 

“ Finauoially, your coaimittco have somewhat 
improved their position. At their accession to 
office, they found a balance to their credit of the 
sum of £2 9s. Sd., whereas the balance-sheet 
now shews a credit balance of £22 5s. .3d. At 
the same time, they would remind the subscribers 
that they hand over the trust clear of all liabili- 
ties, besides having secured a continuation of 
the supply of Home papers and periodic.a]s, and 
of several colonial ones, for the ensuing year. 
They would further remark that annual subscrip- 
tions to the amount of £31 are due from mem- 
hers, and may be collected within a re.asonabIe 
time. It was the desire of your committee to 
have added many valuable works from eminent 
authors to the present collection of books. 
But after carefully perusing tlio catalogue 
furnished by the Education Board, your com- 
mittee were only justified in marking off 
Iwioks to the value of £40, and of these only £17 
lOs. worth were sent by the Education Board, — 
many of these not up to the standard your com- 



mittee would have wished. However, there is 
no doubt, when the next consignment arrives 
from England, our successors will be able to 
make anionds by adding to the present collection 
many valuable works from both ancient and mo- 
dern authors. 

“Up to the present date the value of the 
Library properties is estimated at £230. The 
number of annual subscribers is fifty-six, and 
of half-yearly, six. Although these numbers 
will compare favourably with former years, yet 
your committee might reasonably have expected 
a greater amount of support from the public of 
such an important district ; and they earnestly 
ho])e that the advent of 1874 will infuse new life 
into the institution. 

“After our accession to office, it was resolved 
to change the name from the Cromwell Public 
Libriiry to the more appropriate name of the 
Cromwell Athenieum. As you are aware, several 
gentlemen who have taken an interest in the 
success of the Library, inaugurated a series of 
W inter Evening popular entertainments, carried 
out under the auspices of the Library Committee, 
the funds to be devoted towards the building of 
an AthenEenm hall and reatling-room. In No- 
vember last, the trust was formally handed over 
to your committee, the nett amount of monies 
from these entertainments having reached the 
handsome sum of £187. Wo cannot pass from 
this part of onr report without adverting to the 
valuable assistance afforded to ns in raising the 
handsome amount above nauaed for this institu- 
tion, by those lady and gentlemen amateurs who 
gave the various eutertaimaents, and we feel 
they are entitled to our thanks. 

“ So far, the thanks of the subscribers are due 
to the Town Council for their courtesy in allow- 
ing the use of the Town-hall for a temporary 
Athenream.” 

The report then goes on to speak of the various 
efforts made to secure a site for the Athenieum, 
and urges the incoming committee to go on with 
the work with the £1S7 above-mentioned, and 
while the vote of £150 by the Provincial Coun- 
cil is still available. 

“ Having suoh an object in view, your com- 
mittee made application to the Governiuent for 
a grant of land as an endowment, having pre- 
viously obtained the consent of Mr Loughnan on 
behalf of the Crown tenants, who very gene- 
rously notified to the Government their willing- 
ness to have the right to the land on the lower flat 
cancelled in favour of the A thenseum Committee. 
It now only remains for our successors to com- 
plete the necessary conditions with the Govern- 
ment, in order to be put in the position of re- 
ceiving a yearly rental on the property men- 
tioned. 

“ In conclusion, we would strongly urge upon 
the subscribers to elect a committee of gentle- 
men who will energetically carry out the im- 
portant scheme initiated by your now retiring 
committee. And in the event of a public ball 
being built during the next term of office, we 
would suggest to our successors the setting apart 
of a room for the collection of mineral and geo- 
logical specimens, it iscertain that throughout 
the multitudinous workings of the district, many 
valuable specimens are unearthed, retained for a 
time by the finder, but afterwards thrown aside ; 
whereas if the committee had a room set apart 
for the exhibition of suoh spcciniens, there is no 
telling what grand results might be achieved for 
the benefit of the district. By adopting such a 
course, it might possibly be the means of develop- 
ing and bringing to light tlie great mineral wealth 
of our district, which up to the present can only 
boast of its gold mines. 

" With these remarks, we beg to tender you 
onr resignation, and we can assure you, gentle- 
men, wliether or not we have the honour again 
to sit in committee, we will ever faithfully watch 
over the interests of what, we trust, will one day 
be the richest Athenreum and most complete 
Library on the Otago gold-fields.”

In accordance with advertisement, a meet- 
ing of the above was held in the Bannock- 
burn Sohoolliouso on Wednesday evening, 
the 19th instant. 

The object of the meeting was to deter- 
mino what steps should be taken towards 
opposing the two applications made for min- 
ing leases over alluvial ground in the district j 
and as the matter was one of great impor- 
tance, it was considered desirable that the 
proceedings should be noted.
